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Johnny Coleman Arrested For 
Robbery Of Brooks Cafe 


Johnny Coleman, a 19-year 
old, black male from Elba, 
was arrested on Friday, 
January 26, at 11:10 a.m. and 
charged with the armed rob- 
bery of Brooks’ Cafe on Jan- 
uary 17, 

Brooks’ Cafe, a small 
one-room establishment, was 
robbed on Wednesday, January 
17, by a lone gunman 
carrying a shotgun, and lo- 
cal police authorities report- 
ed that after all leads had 
been checked out it was clear 
that Coleman had staged the 
robbery. The cafe, owned by 
Mrs. Lillian Brooks, is 
located across the street from 
Dorsey Trailers. 

Elba Police Chief Max 
Rayburn told THE ELBA 
CLIPPER that, ‘‘There was 
a continuous investigation 
from the time of the robbery 
until the arrest was made. 
With the help of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department 
we were able to check-out 
all the stories we heard and 
the pieces finally fit to- 
gether,”’ 

Coleman signed a com- 
plete confession following 
his arrest and stated, ‘‘I went 
to my mother’s house and got 
my 4-10 shotgun and walked 
down the dirt street. I 
went behind the cafe and en- 
tered through a side-door, I 
held the gun on the lady and 
motioned for her to give 
me the money. The gun 
was unloaded!’’ 


164 PINTS OF BLOOD

ELBA COUNCIL 
APPROVES LEASE 
ON BUILDING 


The Elba City Council met 
Saturday morning in a spe- 
cial meeting to approve a lease 
and accept a renovation con- 
tract on the old National 
Guard Armory. 

The building was leased to 
the Army Reserve, and the 
remodeling contract was of- 
fically awarded to Henderson, 
Black and Green of Troy. 
None of this was a surprise, 
as it had been discussed and 
plans have been underway to 
Sign these final papers as 
soon as the Army Corp of 
Engineers gave their final 
approval to the renovations 
and lease factor. 

The lease will total 
$36,100 a year, but it is flex- 
ible. If repairs of utilities

will pay more. The first 
month’s payment will be bro- 
ken down as follows: $29,000 
rent; $200 janatorial and about 
$400 utilities. A-one time 
payment of $6402.87 will be 
made for carpets, fence, etc,

is for $143,770 with the lar- 
gest amount going to replac- 
ing the roof. This work is 
expected to begin in a few 
days.

of lay. Likewise, a 
Christian can only bear wit- 
ness to that which he has 
experienced ina personal way. 
To try and share the gospel 
without personal knowledge 
is to attempt the impossible. 
Also, the witness must 
show a degree of certainty 
about his testimony. Chr- 
istians who would be good 
advocates of their faith must 
have some sense of 
confidence in what they be- 
lieve. This is not to advo- 
cate a closed mind about 
matters of doctrine, but it 
is to insist that one must 
have a sure foundation in his 
personal experience with 
Christ, Furthermore, a good 
witness will be willing to 
Stand by his testimony even 
if there are unfortunate con- 
sequences, Across the cen- 
turies, Christiaas have been 
called to stand firm even in 
cases of exile, loss of per- 
sonal property, or death. 
Nothing in all the world 
is important enough to deter 
the witness for Christ from 
allegiance to his Lord. 

In a court of law, one 
would be honor bound to tell 
what he knew. So, in a 
world of sin, fear, and 
hatred, the Christian ishonor 
bound to tell what he knows 
about the saving power of 
Jesus Christ, the overcoming 
nature of divine love, and the 
deliverance from fear. Out 
there in your everyday world, 
there are people who are dy- 
ing to know that someone 
cares, Perhaps you are the 
one to show concern, and in 
the process, to point 
that pers~n to Christ, 
Surely, we all know that we 
cannot meet all the needs that 
Surround us, but we do know 
the One who can. We must 


be in the business of 
pointing men to Jesus.

One of the most asked ques- 
tions in fishing clinics is: “How 
does a fisherman know which 
color lure to use when there are 
dozens to choose from? Does it 
really make that much difference 
to a fish?” 

Well, I know it’s confusing to 
a beginner but let me assure you 
that a selection of colors is im- 
portant. You see, a fish's eye is 
made like ours, of rods and cones, 
and contains a substance called 
rhodopsin which color-blind peo- 
ple lack. So, fish can see not only 
color but tests show they can dis- 
tinguish shades of colors. 

No one is smart enough to 
know which color the fish are go- 
ing to hit. Many things enter 
into it such as how much light 


there is where the fish are, water 
clarity, sun angles, etc. So, I 
begin with basic patterns like 
natural scales, yellows, shad, 
coachdog, chrome, and black. 1 


keep changing and let the fish 
tell me which one they want. 
When the water gets real 


cingy, or turbid, I think sound 
instead of color and use noisy 
lures that rattle, or those that 
have a vibrating spinner on the 


tail. Fish hear these and locate 

them through sonar sense.

$1 1/2 Million Expansion Programmed At Local Hospital 


A 1-1/2 million dollar 
expansion project for the 
Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home was shown to 
the Elba City Council Tues- 
day night, and was unanimous~ 
ly approved by the city fathers. 
They told the hospital board 
to proceed with plans and 
loan applications, and voted 
to earmark up to $75,000 an- 
nually for the next 25 years 
to support the project. 

Hospital Administrator 
Jim Nichols opened the pre-~ 
sentation with a description 
of the proposed expansion, in- 
cluding the square footage, 
the cost and the reasons be- 
hind the decisions to proceed 
in the direction described. He 
was followed by Board Chair- 
man Drexel Cook who recapped 
the history of the traditional 
public support of the local 
health-care facilities, and the 
requirement that the Hill-Bur- 
ton-financed hospital contin- 
ue to furnish health care to 
everyone, regardless of abil- 
ity to pay. Cook reported 
$439,000 of free care during 
the past five years. 

The expansion of the hos- 
pital will include expanded 
emergency room facilities,

Board member George 
Collier brought up to the coun- 
cil that before the hospital 
board could go anywhere for 
loan funds, it was necessary

Collier noted 
the nursing home was losing 
money and would continue to 
do so until the facility be- 
came large enough to be suf- 
ficient. Figures released to 
the Couneil indicate the fac- 
ility lost $339,000 during the 
past five years. He said the 
accountant retained by the 
Board has studied the opera- 
tion and has agreed that the 
nursing home cost can be 
amortized from the extra in- 
come generated by the addi- 
tional beds, Currently the

City Council Adjusts Appointments 


The Elba City Council 
met Tuesday night, but with- 
out the presence of Council- 
man D. M, English, who re- 
portedly is a victim of a 
virus. All others were pre- 
sent and voting. 

Approval of the hospital 
expansion was the main order 
of business, but a number of 
other items were also on the 
agenda. 

The terms of office on 
members of the Industrial 
Board had to be re-estab- 
lished as law requires they 
be for six year terms, and 
sometime appointments were 
made for four-year terms. 
Under the corrected sche- 
dule, L. S. Rainer, Jr., Sam 
Collier, Oscar Vaughan, Jr., 
all will expire in 1983; - 
Elizabeth Hornsby, Robert 
Cannon, J.Doug Kendrick will 
expire in 1981, while the 
terms of the three newest 
members will expire in 
August of this year, as they 
were appointed before their 
predecessors’ terms had ex- 
pired. These three are 
Bob English, who has since 
being appointed, been named 
chairman; Clayton Hickman, 
and Merrill Shirley. 


During the reading of the 
minutes of the last meeting, 
the complaint of R. S. Jones 
about mobile homes in R-1 
zones was mentioned. When 
Mayor Folsom was asked 
about the progress on the 
matter, a lengthy discussion 
developed, It came up again 
at the end of the meeting. 
Folsom recommended that the 
Council ‘let the dog lie still.’’ 
He said that if the council 
were to enter suit against 
one property owner, it must 
charge all in town that have 
trailers in R-l zones. Fol- 
som also said some court 
decisions have let people 
consider mobile homes as 
permanent structures. No 
action has been taken since 
a letter was written to the 
property owner earlier.

the federal funds even then. 

Councilman Sharpless 
disagreed on the procedure 
being illegal if it was three 
Separate projects, and a 
heated debate arose. Fol- 
som offered to leave on 
vacation until Sunday night if 
Sharpless would sign the con- 
tracts as Mayor Pro Tem, 
When Sharpless said he 
would look at them with the 
strong possibility of sign- 
ing, Folsom said he wanted 
a firm ves or no.  Sharp- 
less retorted that he didn’t 
Sign anything he hadn't read, 

this matter fell by the 
wayside after no one offered 
another solution.
